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Mrs Madelyn McKie, the lady 
who is head of Wilmington’s Plan- 
ning Board, went looking for Indian 
Arrowheads, Sunday afternoon, and 
found out about an ancient lake that 
once covered a large part of the 
center of Wilmington, She hadn’t 
planned on either an archeological 
or a geological e: but 
afterwards expressed herself as 
being very pleased, because she 
now knows exactly the type of soil 
in which anew housing development 
is to be built, and she can answer 
volunteer critics from first hand 
experience, 

The site of the expedition is in 
back of what was once the ‘Vet- 
eran’s Housing’ in Wilmington, on 
Wildwood Street - now all privately 
owned, Anew housing development 
is being built there, in an area that 
most old timers would say was just 
plain swampy, but isn’t, 

Mrs McKie, and another lady of 
similar interests were invited by 


| the Editor of the Town Crier, who 


has been collecting arrowheads for 
years in the Buck Hill area of 
Wilmington, Only Mrs McKie was 
able to go. 

Buck’s Hill, where stands the 


Wildwood School, is a drumlin, a 


type of hill formed by the glaciers, 
The ice of 12 to 20 thousand years 
ago, travelling slowly southeast~ 
wardly under the pressure of more 
ice accumulating behind it, ground 
down a hill into anelliptical shape, 
as it passed over it, Such hills 
are called drumlins, Nahant, in 
Boston Harbor, and south of Lynn, 
is such a drumlin, as are many 
of the islands in Boston Harbor, 
and Castle Hill, in Tewksbury, 

There were other aspects of 
Buck’s Hill which made it attrac 
tive to the aboriginal inhabitants 
of what is now Wilmington, 

It overlooked a level field, where 
there could be a garden, and it 
overlooked a stream where salmon 
and alewives and other fish could 
be found, 

And, almost asjmportant, there 
were fewep mosdiitoes on top of 
the hill, 

The consequence was that the hill 
became a summer camping ground 
for the Indians, and was such a 
ground for many years ~ perhaps 
as many as two thousand, 

There are many artifacts to be 
found, if a person knows how, Many 
have already been taken from the 
area, But finding them requires a 
lot of work, and special circum- 
stances, 

So when the contractors began to 
excavate, in the area behind the 
Veterans’ Housing, your editor 
became interested, Perhaps some 
Indian artifacts would be turned 
up, Last Sunday afternoon was 
chosen, and Mrs McKie spent a 
happy afte: and found three 
Indian ‘chips’ (flakes from arrow- 


heads) plus two clam shells that had 


been used by the Indian Squaws 
to clean flesh and fat from the in- 
side of deerhides and other hides 
used in making clothing, Also found 
was another clam shell which had 
been discarded by an Indian many 
hundreds of years ago, after the 
poor clam within had been eaten, 
Perhaps this may be regarded 
as a poor ‘take’ for an afternoon’s 
work, but Mrs McKie felt amply
